New Pump’s First | 
Fire in Tewksbury | 


Box 24 was rung in early Tuesday 
morning for a fire which burned the home 
of Petrone Petraitis, formerly the Lewis 
Saunders place just over the ‘Tewksbury 
line. Estimated damage was $2000. 

According to fire officials, Mrs. Petraitis 
was lighting an oil stove in the kitchen 
about five o’clock when it exploded. First 
notice of the fire was received by the 
Andover police and then Sergeant Leon- 
ard Saunders notified the fire department 


and Chief Charles F, Emerson raced to 
Tewksbury. 

Upon arrival there, Chief Emerson 
found the property a mass of flames and 
also learned that the Tewksbury depart- 
ment had not been notified. He called 
them and also summoned Engine 1 from 
the Central station and Combination 1 
from Ballardvale. Box 24 at the Ballard- 
vale railroad crossing was sounded at 
5.20 a.m.

One thousand feet of hose was laid by 
the crew of Engine 1 and water was 
pumped from an Andover hydrant to the 
property over the Tewksbury line.

Then to the Wild Flower Section, 
Grandma’s particular delight and hobby. 
She is a recognized authority on the wild 
flowers and this special garden has at- 
tracted collectors from all parts. She 
spends long, but happy hours in this spot, 
and her collection includes more than 125 
varieties, 75 of which have already been in 
bloom this season. Most of these wild 
flowers come from sections near the farm, 
others from the White Mountains, some 
from Rhode Island and a very choice Red 
Pimpernel, found at the Isle of Shoals 
last year (the Red Pimpernel being almost 
extinct). Also a choice bit of Green Spleen- 
wort Fern, picked by Grandma herself in 
the crevices of the rocks in Smuggler’s 
Notch, in Vermont, and from the same 
spot where Brauns, himself, discovered 
his famous Brauns’ Hollyfern. 

She also found some spleenwort in a 
spot on Mt. Mansfield, where the cool 
waters of a mountain brook were dripping 
lightly upon it. When she got her speci- 
men back to her own wild flower garden, 
she rigged upa No. 10 tomato can, punch- 
ed a few holes at the base and set it Just 
above the fern. Each morning this can 1s 
filled with cold, spring water and all day 
the water drips drips drips down on to the 


fern, just as it did away up in the moun- 
tains. 

And in the wild flower garden is a bog 
garden of her own making. First she had 
“Gramp” sink a half barrel into the 
ground. Into this barrel goes a pipe. Down 
this pipe goes a supply of water. In the 
barrel is gravel, clay and bog dirt. The 
barrel is entirely covered with surface dirt. 
The bog garden is always wet, natural as 
can be, and I found the Wild Calla, Cow- 
slips, Wild Skunk Cabbage, Wild Forget- 
me-nots, three swamp violets, two swamp 
ferns, Jewel Weed, Putcher Plants, Jack- 
in-the-Pulpits, Pickerel Weed, Swamp 
Buttercup. My, what a fresh, earthy, 
swampy smell came up from that bog 
garden. 

The wild garden section runs along an 
old stone wall, reinforced here and there, 
and topped by a long row of rugged old 
Cedar trees, lilac and other bushes, in- 
cluding a Bane Berry bush with berries 
that look like cranberries. The birds like 
them... 

All in all that’s quite a collection, and 
the joy of it is that Grandma Winslow has 
gathered them with her own hand, in the 
swamps, on the hill and mountain tops, in 
the deep woodlands, in the fields, and she 
cares for them tenderly and with great 
love...

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Advertising Our Town Will Bring More Houses and a 
Lower Tax Rate 


Only one Bay State town with a 
population in the vicinity of An- 
dover’s has a tax rate lower than our 
town for this year, and that is Wel- 
lesley. Despite a jump of $1.20 from 
the 1936 rate, Wellesley still has the 
lowest tax rate in this group with 
$24.80 or $2.00 lower than Andover’s. 

And despite the fact that the first 
conclusion usually derived from a low 
tax rate is that town expenditures are 
kept well down, Wellesley certainly 
does not look run down at the heels, 
so to speak. It has well-kept roads, 
its public buildings are in good condi- 
tion, its fire and police departments 
are well-equipped and well-manned, 
its schools are among the state’s best, 
its other governmental departments 
provide very satisfactorily the serv- 
ices that today’s citizens expect of 
government. 

The answer is of course that Wel- 
lesley’s expenditures are not neces- 
sarily kept "way down; instead the 
town’s valuation is so justifiably high 
that the rate can be kept down with- 
out jeopardizing the proper perform- 
ance of governmental duties. Fine, 
well-built homes, and business houses 
run on high standards give Wellesley 
this high valuation which is of course 
a measure of the town’s ability to 
spend. 

Andover is of course in much the 
same situation as Wellesley, and it 
would pay the town to let itself get 
more into that situation. Both have a 
large quantity of tax-exempt prop- 
erty, Andover the academy and Wel- 
lesley the college. Strangely enough 


blessing to both towns, for both 
Phillips academy and Wellesley col- 
lege have more or less automatically 
raised the standards of building in the 
two towns and the trade given to the 
towns’ stores by the student bodies 
has also added to the total valuations 
and income of the communities. The 
high standards of the two towns have 
brought to them an interested citi- 
zenry which is capable of acting 
wisely on the whole in elections and 
in town meetings. 

There is a very interesting ‘end- 
less chain” in the matter of taxation: 
nice homes mean high valuation, 
mean low tax rate, mean more nice 
homes, ete. An excellent selling argu- 
ment for our local real estate agents 
is the town’s comparatively low tax 
rate, and when those agents induce 
people to come to town and build 
more assessable property, it means 
more valuation, more income, and so 
a lower tax rate. The $200,000 in- 
crease in valuation from this course 
last year meant an increase in income 
from new property taxation of about 
$5400; in other words the town has 
$5400 more to spend because its low 
tax rate attracted home-builders to 
town. 

To become more and more like 
Wellesley, Andover must do two 
things: keep its rate down to a point 
that will attract builders and do 
everything in its power to broadcast 
the fact that its tax rate is low. The 
Taxpayers’ association, by having 
published in several Boston papers a 
picture of the tax scoreboard with its 


the tax-exempt property proves a!attractive low rate, has already 
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‘helped in this latter suggestion, and 
the town’s citizens can also help im- 
measurably by telling all their out-of- 
town friends about it. When you 
have a good town, you can always 
make it better by letting others know 
that it is good.

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Day Camp Popular 
with Local Boys 


The Trail Blazers Day camp at Cap- 
tains Pond, Salem, N. H., is an innovation 
which is very popular with boys in this 
section. It was organized in 1933 in 
response to appeals from parents who 
wished to have their boys at home nights 
but who wished them also to have camp 
life opportunities. John W. Page of Haver- 
hill is the organizer and he or his council- 
lors come for the boys in the mornings of 
week days and bring them home again at 
night. About fifty boys are enrolled. 

The camp is divided into sections, the 
older boys going to the camp on Tues- 
days, Thursdays and Saturdays while the 
younger ones are there on the alternate 
days. The boys’ nicknames for themselves 
are the Pints and Half-Pints. 

Activities include swimming, baseball, 
volley ball, archery, woodcraft, boating, 
canoeing, craftwork, model airplane 
building, music, dramatics. 

The smaller boys spend much of their 
time in quieter games, using playground 
equipment and listening to stories during 
their rest periods twice a day.

The camp has an excellent swimming 
beach with a dock and two swimming 
floats. The boys use the buddy and check 
systems of water-front safety and are 
under the comstant watch of trained in- 
structors. 

A large camp building is used as a lodge 
where most of the indoor activities are 
conducted. It is situated high up from the 
water on a thirty acre tract of land with 
no near neighbors. A large tent is used for 
craft work activities. 

Educational trips to nearby places of 
interest are enjoyed each week. Overnight 
camping trips are taken by some of the 
older boys.

THE TEN SWIMMING 
COMMANDMENTS 

Ernest B. Ehrke, manager of Cabrillo 
Beach, San Pedro, Calif., gave these bath- 
ing beach commandments in a recent 
issue of Good Housekeeping: 

1. Avoid sunburn. Don’t try to acquire 
a coat of tan in one visit to the beach. 
Take your sun gradually—only a few 
minutes the first day, increasing each 
visit thereafter. Don’t take a sunbath 
immediately after eating. 

2. Don’t overestimate your ability in 
the water. Even if you could swim a mile 
last summer don’t start the season swin- 
ming a long distance alone. 

3. Don’t duck people. It is dangerous. 
If you must show off don’t do it at the 
expense of others. 

4. Don’t try to assist a lifeguard ina 
difficult rescue. You may become a victim 
and add to his troubles. 

5. Don’t use inflated apparatus as an 
aid in swimming. The device may spring 
a leak and a poor swimmer may become 
separated from his “raft” at a time when 
he is in deep water and unable to reach the 
shore. 

6. Don’t dive unless you know the 
depth of the water and the character of 
the bottom. There may be hidden rocks 
or stubs of piling beneath the surface. 

7. Don’t throw sand at your compal- 
ions. Sand in the eyes or in the lunch is not 
pleasant. Similarly don’t play ball in 
crowded spots. Leave your location clean 
—free of papers and leftovers. 

8. Don’t go swimming immediately 
after a meal. Wait at least one hour and@ 
half. A paralyzing cramp may result in 
serious trouble. 

9. Don’t get excited in emergencies. If 
you suddenly find yourself in the midst of 
seaweed and tentacles of kelp, don’t lose 
your head. 

10. Don’t swim in water occupied by 
motorboats or sailboats. A speeding motor 
boat has a churning propeller, the sharp 
blades of which can make mincemeat 0 
the best of swimmers.

Andover’s Big Fire 
in 1870 not 1866 


A communication sent in by a reader 
regarding the picture in last week’s paper 
of the ruins in Andover square, says the | 
big fire which destroyed a goodly portion 
of the business section of Andover took 
place in 1870, not 1866 as was quoted 
from the back of the picture. ‘The letter 
follows: 

Sunday, May 29, 1870, large fire in 
Andover square. The first alarm was rung | 
on the South church bell at 2.05 a.m., and 
the fire spread rapidly and in twenty | 
minutes was out of control. This fire was 
fought by five local engine companies, |

The fire spread so rapidly and the heat 
was so intense that very little was saved 
from any of the buildings, practically a 
al loss on buildings and contents. Five 
alarms were rung for this fire. The South 
church bell, the Chapel bell on Andover 
hill, the Marland mill bell in Marland 
village, the Flax mill bell in Frye village, 
ardvale. 
No fire alarm system or telephones in 
those days. The reflection from this fire 
was seen as far as Newburyport. 

Buildings burned were the barn of 
Amos Abbott, the livery and sale stables 
of John Cornell, two buildings of Eben 
Higgins, the paint shop, and harness shop, 
the cabinet shop of Herman and Joseph 
Abbott, with two warehouses filled with 
furniture and finished lumber used in 
their business, and a large number of 
coffins. Joseph was an undertaker and the 
brothers made their coffins. The dwelling 
house of Michael McDonald and the 
dwelling house of Mrs. Edward Merrill 
also went up in flames. Cause of fire 
unknown. 

Monday, June 13, 1870 at a special 
town meeting, it was voted that the 
Selectmen and the fire engineers act as a 
committee to purchase a steam fire engine. 
The committee made a contract with 
Jeckert and Freeman, builders of steam 
fire engines, for one 3d size, 8-inch single 
pump steam fire engine at a cost of $3700, 
capacity 600 gallons per minute.

Machinery Tax Elimination Slices Bill 
in Half—Academy Jumps from

Despite better than a fifty percent re- 
duction in its tax bill, the American 
Woolen company still remains Andover’s 
highest taxpayer, figures compiled this 
week reveal.
